How to Display the Flag 

1. When the flag is displayed over the middle of the street, it should be suspended vertically with the 
union to the north in an east and west street or to the east in a north and south street. 

2. The flag of the United States of America, when it is displayed with another flag against a wall from 
crossed staffs, should be on the right, the flag’s own right [that means the viewer’s left —Webmaster], 
and its staff should be in front of the staff of the other flag. 

3. The flag, when flown at half-staff, should be first hoisted to the peak for an instant and then lowered 
to the half-staff position. The flag should be again raised to the peak before it is lowered for the day. 
By “half-staff” is meant lowering the flag to one-half the distance between the top and bottom of the 
staff. Crepe streamers may be affixed to spear heads or flagstaffs in a parade only by order of the 
President of the United States. 

4. When flags of States, cities, or localities, or pennants of societies are flown on the same halyard 
with the flag of the United States, the latter should always be at the peak. When the flags are flown 
from adjacent staffs, the flag of the United States should be hoisted first and lowered last. No such 
flag or pennant may be placed above the flag of the United States or to the right of the flag of the 
United States. 

5. When the flag is suspended over a sidewalk from a rope extending from a house to a pole at the 
edge of the sidewalk, the flag should be hoisted out, union first, from the building. 

6. When the flag of the United States is displayed from a staff projecting horizontally or at an angle 
from the window sill, balcony, or front of a building, the union of the flag should be placed at the peak 
of the staff unless the flag is at half-staff. 

7. When the flag is used to cover a casket, it should be so placed that the union is at the head and 
over the left shoulder. The flag should not be lowered into the grave or allowed to touch the ground. 
S.When the flag is displayed in a manner other than by being flown from a staff, it should be displayed 
flat, whether indoors or out. When displayed either horizontally or vertically against a wall, the union 
should be uppermost and to the flag’s own right, that is, to the observer’s left. When displayed in a 
window it should be displayed in the same way, that is with the union or blue field to the left of the 
observer in the street. When festoons, rosettes or drapings are desired, bunting of blue, white and red 
should be used, but never the flag. 

9. That the flag, when carried in a procession with another flag, or flags, should be either on the 
marching right; that is, the flag’s own right, or, if there is a line of other flags, in front of the center of 
that line. 

10. The flag of the United States of America should be at the center and at the highest point of the 
group when a number of flags of States or localities or pennants of societies are grouped and dis¬ 
played from staffs. 

11. When flags of two or more nations are displayed, they are to be flown from separate staffs of the 
same height. The flags should be of approximately equal size. International usage forbids the display 
of the flag of one nation above that of another nation in time of peace. 

12. When displayed from a staff in a church or public auditorium, the flag of the United States of 
America should hold the position of superior prominence, in advance of the audience, and in the posi¬ 
tion of honor at the clergyman’s or speaker’s right as he faces the audience. Any other flag so dis¬ 
played should be placed on the left of the clergyman or speaker or to the right of the audience. 







Communism: Tolerated Oppression?

Could you imagine us forgiving the Nazi murderers? Heck no, we hound every one of those 
people wherever they are - and so we should. There is no room on this earth for the butchers 
of the SS, nor should there be, but they are pussy cats compared to many people that our 
State Department deals with as equals in the Peoples Republic of China and the Soviet 
Union, with proper diplomatic aplomb. I certainly do not want the Nazis treated better, just 
the Communist butchers treated worse - or at least equally. 

These socialist butchers have not recanted nor repented, and the blood on their hands is in 
some cases even more recent, and in every case more plentiful, than the blood on the hands 
of the properly detested Nazis. 

There is such a cry for moral equivalency from the liberals who assure us that the Contras 
are “just as bad as the Sandinistas” - why then are the rulers of the Soviet Union and China 
not “just as bad” as the Nazis?

In After Long Silence, Michael Straight, 
whose father founded The New Republic, explains how he was recruited into the Communist 
Party and how he, in turn, recruited Sir Anthony Blunt who was then a British intelligence offi¬ 
cer but who later became the Queen’s art historian. Straight himself came clean only when 
he was interviewed by the FBI for the job of national chairman of the Endowment for the Arts 
under President Kennedy in 1963. 

Straight knew many other active Communists who were working directly for the Soviets, but 
he refused to blow the whistle on them even after he became disillusioned. Straight could 
have warned the British about Guy Burgess among others, but he did not. Straight does now 
reveal, in some detail, how the Henry Wallace presidential campaign was directed from the 
Politburo in 1948. 

It is only many years later that we learn the truth. Supporters of Henry Wallace, and that 
includes every liberal over 60, should cringe when they say “McCarthyism.” 

We should understand that there are neither Communists under every bed, or under no beds. 
There are Communists under some beds - and some of those Communists are acting directly 
to destabilize our society in a manner that could cost millions of lives.

The Right to Assemble 


See it’s stories like these that drives me nuts. Channel 7 did a story on an 
organization, with the help of Starbucks, that runs a program called speed 
dating. 

This is a dating service where you meet people one on one at a local 
Starbucks for seven minutes and try to find out if you are interested in 
them. 

It’s a quirky idea that is catching on fast in the yuppie world.lt was a nice, 
clean, fluff piece of journalism.

Policy Makers Can’t Have it Both Ways on Race 

Six convicted killers awaiting execution on Texas’ death row are likely to have their 
sentences overturned because their race is alleged to have been a factor in the pun¬ 
ishment phase of their trials. 

In response to a recent U.S. Supreme Court decision that overturned another Texas 
murder conviction, Texas Attorney General John Cornyn stated he would not object 
to amending the appeals currently pending in federal court by the attorneys of the six 
defendants. As a result, most criminal defense lawyers now believe that these men 
— three blacks and three Hispanics — will never face the executioner’s needle. 

In commenting on these current death-penalty cases, Cornyn acknowledged, “It is 
improper, especially in assessing the death penalty, to consider someone’s race.” 
This is unequivocally correct. 

Whenever an individual’s race is used by the government as a factor in the criminal 
justice system, inherent unfairness and prejudice follow. But the use of race by the- 
government in any other context is just as wrong. 

One can only hope that the Rev. Jesse Jackson will now rethink his absurd claim that 
“to ignore race and sex is racist and sexist.” Jackson correctly wants the police to 
ignore race when they profile likely lawbreakers and, most assuredly, he wants juries 
to ignore race in sentencing. But he wants government to use race as a factor in 
other areas such as admitting students to a university, awarding a contract, and hir¬ 
ing and promoting public employees. 

This “race is proper here — race is improper there” contradiction leads to confusion 
and exasperation on the part of policy-makers and the courts, not to mention the citi¬ 
zenry. Apparently, the civil rights groups decrying police and jury profiling by race 
believe that it is “bad” stereotyping, but when a university admissions committee 
stereotypes by race, that is “good” stereotyping. Well, they can’t have it both ways. 
Either skin color tells us something about how a person should be treated in society 
or it doesn’t. 

During the punishment phase of the trials of these convicted men, Walter Quijano, a 
Philippine-American clinical psychologist, listed many factors that made convicted 
criminals a future threat to society. Among them was the element of race and ethnici¬ 
ty. According to Quijano’s testimony, blacks and Hispanics are vastly overrepresented 
in Texas’s prison population and, thus, are more likely to be repeat offenders. The 




fact that these murderers are racial minorities, he argued, should be “a factor weigh¬ 
ing in favor of future dangerousness.” 

Some argue that race was only one factor among many that led the juries in these 
cases to assess the death penalty so the death penalty should still be imposed. 

This is wrong, but so is the University of Texas which, last week with Cornyn’s help, 
defended its race-based admissions policies by arguing in a rehearing of the 
Hopwood suit that race was only one of many considerations in choosing applicants 
to the school of law. 

No wonder people are confused. On the one hand, the Texas attorney general says 
race can be used as one element to admit students; but on the other hand, race can 
never be used as an element to determine future dangerousness. 

While blacks are more likely than whites to be imprisoned, this does not mean a 
black defendant will necessarily pose a greater future threat to society than his white 
counterpart. It is bad science to assume, from the fact that blacks on the whole are 
more likely to commit crimes than whites, that black criminals are more likely to be 
recidivist than white criminals. Since the criminal population is a small and unpre¬ 
dictable subset of each race, such a jury instruction cannot be statistically supported 
without narrowing the comparison to only the criminals in each race. 

However, even if such statistics existed, we must not demand that every defendant 
effectively be made to answer for all the past crimes of his racial peers. A criminal 
defendant should be on trial for his own acts, not those of his race. 

The same logic must be applied to the use of race by government in other areas of 
public policy. Just because one racial or ethnic group may be “overrepresented” in 
contracting or graduate school admissions, for example, does not mean that an indi¬ 
vidual member of that group deserves to be discriminated against. 

As long as race is permitted to permeate public policy, the American ideal that each 
person is to be judged as an individual, not as a member of a group, will continue to 
be eroded. With steps such as the Hopwood decision and this action to assure that 
these defendants’ race does not taint their sentencing, Texas can lead the nation in 
reclaiming Martin Luther King Jr.’s vision of a color-blind society.

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Why do you think it took so long for oi to 
be an influence in Ameican music?

Maybe 30 years to 
become trendy as fuck. Ask any kid what punk is and 
most will say Greenday / Offspring or Rancid. Maybe 
those are punk bands, but you have to realize even 
those bands are influenced by the bands 30 years 
ago. You hear it in their music and see it in their style, 
Those guys ain t doing nothing that s new. 

It should stay the fuck away from MTV but too late... 

CARL: Probably because we had our own styles of punk. 
Now that those styles have been played out we’ve 
imported the oi! sound. 

I ve noticed some great tour pictures on your web 
site. Especially the European tour. What was that 
tour like for you guys? Were the crowds much different 
han here? Did you come across any violence or 
tense situations while touring Europe? How do the 
European skinheads differ from the skinheads here 
in the States? 

PHIL: There are a lot of similarities and some subtle 
differences. Women are more friendly over there and 
play a bigger role in their scene. I had a great time and 
can t wait to go back. 

CARL: We love playing in Europe. We are treated really 
well and have some really close friends over there. 

There wasn’t much violence at our gigs there, but I 
think violence is probably as bad as it is here. 

European skinheads are more mature, for the most 
part. They also havemore fashion sense, maybe a little 
too much at times.

I ask this because in the 
last 100 years many different communist regimes 
have brutally oppressed and murdered almost 100 
million people. Everybody from Tibetans, Russians, 
Cambodians, Nicaraguans, Cubans, Chinese, 
Vietnamese, Jews, Arabs, and Christians have all 
been murdered under the communist system. Yet 
bands that espouse revolutionary rhetoric 









bands that espouse revolutionary rhetoric are given lots of respect and admiration. We, as a 
society, do not give any creedence or validity to Racist bands because of their hateful idealogy 
and evil rhetoric, yet we allow leftist, communist, and socialist idealogy to permeate the scene. 
What are you opinions on this? 

PHIL: Punk has always leaned to the left since the beginning. So it's not hard to see it's left wing 
influences and traits/similarities. Anyway if you look at the history of punk/ oi right wingers have 
always wrecked gigs, attacked bands & non-white fans & music artists. The only time left wingers get 
pulled into that shit is to counteract right wing silliness. Actually both sides are silly and I've got no 
time for either. Especially the right wingers because of our racial line-up of the band, fuck’em! 

CARL: I think both sides of the politcal spectrum are too extreme. But this is a land of "free speech", 
so if we let one of them speak we have to let the other as well. I think it's o.k. to open different ideas 
up to people thru bands and zines, but I don't understand why the left is more acceptable than the 
right. I guess it's this political correctness bullshit.

September 16th @ Bill’s Bar in Boston with the Vigilantes and possibly Tommy & the 
Terrors. It’s being organized by Matt Kelly.Alrighty then! Thanks forthe interview and hello to all the 
Boston fans.We haven’t played in Boston since 1993 so it’ll be good to play again, especially for the 
women! Ha! Beauseant!!

II.S. CHAOS 

Back in the eighties it was very rare to find a punk band that was pro-American. 
Most punks thought that to be punk you had to bad mouth our country and sing about 
leftist idealism. Well, U.S. CHAOS came around and smashed the stereotypes and car- 
icutures that the American punk scene had become.. For one, they were very proud to 
be Americans. Second, they had the guts and fortitude to sing about their patriotic ide- 
alogy. Skully and the boys had more balls than 99% of the bands that were out there. 
Their music was a powerful melodic combination of a buzzsaw and old school punk. 
The whole U.S. CHAOS attitude was one of the more refreshing and original sounds to 
come out of 1980’s American punk. 

What did they get for their trouble? Black balled, harrassed, and labeled as fascists by 
the leftist punk scene. Some went as far as to distort some of their lyrics to try to 
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twist the truth and paint them as racists to discredit them.U.S. CHAOS have had their 
ups and downs over the years for sure. But to me they will always be a very important 
part of American Punk history. 

If you don’t know much about U.S. CHAOS I strongly advise you to go to their 
website and read about them. Also check out the other sites listed below and buy their 
music. They are the pioneers of American Skin/ Oi music and should be 
commended for some of the best songs ever written.

Below is a short interview I had the honor of doing with Skully, the lead singer of U.S 
CHAOS. 

What is U.S. Chaos up to these days? 

U.S. Chaos is still playing out although we haven’t played out since 1999 
out of laziness on our part. 

After releasing “We’ve Got the Weapons”(one of the greatest records of all time) 
how much flack did you receive from all the politically correct zines and critics? 
We received many bad reviews for “We’ve got the Weapons.” Mostly because of 
what you were saying, We were pro-U.S. and all the “rebels and anarchy” 
people thought we were like a country band with a lead singer that had a fake 
British accent. Wouldn’t that be stupid? A pro-U.S. band that tried to sound 
British? I thought so. 

Who were some of your biggest critics? 

Biggest critics at the time were the New York Hardcore scene skinheads 
who really weren’t skinheads anyway. 

Did U.S. Chaos receive much support from pro-U.S. PUNKS/SKINS? 

We had our share of support from many different factions of skinheads from 
all over. We did not always believe in their opinions but at the time we just 
wanted all the publicity we could get whether it was good or bad. We even put 
bad reviews of the band in our press kits. People were always freaked out by that. 









Was the pro-U.S. stance a parody or put on? Was it how you felt at the time? 
Skully, I’ve read a few things recently where the writers claim the whole 
pro-U.S. concept was done more out of sarcasm. Personally, it doesn’t matter 
if this is true or not. I think the whole album was intense and it’s 
political content was what we as patriotic skins/punks believed in! 

5) WE WERE ALWAYS PRO-U.S.A! It was NOT a parody or a put on, but we did not 
take ourselves seriously either. The EP “ We’ve Got the Weapons” was only six 
songs and if you read all the other songs we wrote that were never recorded 
(there was about 50 of them) you would see what I mean. 

In the punk “scene” there is a lot of leftist/communist rhetoric. 

Throughout history it has been shown that various communist regimes have 
killed nearly 100 million people.That is twenty times more the amount that 
was slaughtered by the Nazis in World War II. Yet punks/zines and bands that 
espouse revolutionary idealisms are looked up to as heroes. Doesn’t it seem 
strange that bands that forward communist and revolutionary agendas are so 
widely accepted in Punk culture? Why do you think punk continues to tilt 
towards the left? 

I’ll skip the one question about the communist regimes and Nazis because I 
really don’t care. 

Are you sick of political questions? (Sorry) 

YES! 

What are some of the bands you listen to now? 

Back Street Boys, n’ Sync, Brittany Spears and all that stuff. (Only 
kidding) 

How did GMM Records get involved with U.S. CHAOS? 

We played with Mark a few times, talked to him and he said he wanted to 
release our old stuff so we said yes. Simple enough. 

Any new release in the works? 

We have a new 12 song CD coming out soon. 







What would you like the younger fans of punk/oi to know about U.S. Chaos? 

U.S. Chaos is a punk band that really has no real important views. It’s 
just about every day life and what the average working person goes through to survive.
